NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


We are informed on excellent authority that the fall of Count Ignatieff was 
ina great measure due to pressure privately brought to bear upon the Emperor of 


Russia by a brother sovereign, whose extremely friendly sentiments towards the 


Jews have been frequently and gratefally recognized in this journal. In Jewish 
circles in Russia it is believed that the change in the Ministry of the Interior 
will, for the moment at least, cause a suspension in the execution of the recent 
repressive measures taken against ‘the Jews. One of Count Ignatieff's last 
acts was to propose the abolition of the seminary for Jowish teachers at Wilna. 
His successor, Count Tolstoi, is best known for his reactionary principles, to 
which be gave full play doring the time he held the portfolio of Minister of 
Education in the reign of Alexander II. So opposed was he to the extension 
of education among the masees, that he reduced the instruction given in the 
publie schools to a minimum, and from the higher seats of learning he banished 
ecience and mathematics. In religious matters, however, and this concerns the 
Jews the most, his Excellency is reported to be extremely tolerant. Little fear 
ir, therefore, entertained for further persecutions of the Jews during his term 
of office. 


The Senate of the “Empire in promulgating the recent ukase of the Czar, 
forbidding any further excesses against the Jews, has ordered the provincial 
authorities in the districts inhabited by Jews to read the ukase and decrees of 
the Senate bearing thereon in all the towns and villages duriog communal 
assemblies, and to have them posted in the public thoroughfares. One of the 
decrees of the Senate states that as “it is proved by previous ead examplos, that 
the local population has been incited by evilly-disposed persons, animated by a 
desire for gain, totake part in disordere,” the municipal authorities shall be in- 
formed that the most vigilant measures will be adopted to prevent all attempts 
at provoking disorders, and that the local populations should therefore be mad® 


acquainted with the fact that every act of violence will be severely punished, 


The significance of this decree lies in the words we have quoted, and which com- 
pletely disprove the statement made by Count Ignatieff in his famoce reacrip: 
issucd last September, that the Jews themselrés were responsible for the out- 
reges Of which they have been the victims. 


The special telegram from Jaffs, which we publish ia another colamn, to 
the effect that hundreds of emigrants are in the streets of that port homeless 
and breadless tells a piteous tale. The fear expressed by a correspondent some 
weeks ago, that Jaffa threatened to become another Brody, seems uvfortunately 
likely to be real'sed. The poor people who have flocked to Jaffa have, we know 
only too well, acted imprudently in going there without means. They fled in 
Laste to esveape a sudden danger, and buoyed up by hope of Providential suc- 
cour. To leave them to die of starvation at Jaffa, in order to teach. other 
emigrants to avoid Palestine, is the cold-blooded suggestion of some of our 
philanthropists.” 


There was never any doubt in the minds of unprejudiced persons of the 


satisfactory clearing up of the mystery. which surrounded the latest “ blood 
accusation in Hungary. It is, however, re-aesuring to hear that before fanatics 
could bave made more capital out of the mysterious. disappearance of Esther 
Rolymossy her body has been found io the. river Theiss without any 
indication of injary. The attitude of the Government in this matter was all 
that could have been desired and proves how solid is the basis upon which reli- 


gious freedom in Austria-Hungary rests, The outcome of the case is that the 


enemies of the Jews have pruved to what length their fanaticism will go and 
how resolute the Government is in defending them from unfounded accusations 
as repulsive in their origin as they are futile in stirring up ill-will against the 
Jewe. The indecent baste of the Buda-Pesth correspondent of the Standard to 
give credence to the accusation should warn the conductors of that journal 
of the anti-Jewish feelings which evidently animate him and which have in this 
irstance not for the first time been evinced. | 


The death.of the Rev. Dr. Abraham De Sola, of Montreal, shoul! not alone 
be mourned owing to the loss of a pious, learned and earnest man of great parts, 
but also and more particularly because by his death has been removed one of 
those ‘ew Jewish ministers who represented what may not inaptly be termed the 
ballast,” the steadying power, in Transatlantic-Judaism. ‘The deceased was a 
conscientious, consistent, as well as a broad-minded Conservative Jew, who 
exhibited in his own person how possible it was for a Jewish clergyman to gain 
general respect and esteem notwithetanding—or rather we should say because— 


he was a“ hard-shell”” Jew. He had little, if any,sympathy with those Jewish 


ministers who in the United States seek notoriety—we cannot say celebrity— 
by means of extravagant views in which Judaiem bas the second 


place in their thought, the first place being occupitd with their own. 


‘gotism. While theee men occupied themselves with the husk, Dr, Do Sola 
was ever anxicus about the kernel, the essence of Judaism, and his loss will bo 


deeply mourned not alone in Canada and the neighbouring States, but also in 
England where the name of bis family should be remembered with respect. His 


father was the auihor of several works, notably of an excellent translation of the 


festival Prayers both of the German and Portuguese Kitual, and his grandfather

Lowe, of Cambridge, on the“ Memorbuch of Nuremberg,” which appeared 
Originally in our own columns. In it is to be found a list of almost all tho 
places in Germany where persecations of the Jews took place daring the Middle 
Ages with the full names of the victims, and, when authentic materials for 
Jewish mediwval history are so scanty as every student knows them to be, 


every attempt to make the few extant memorials of the kind generally accessible - 


deserves our most grateful recognition. We understand that Dr..Neubauer has 
been devoting himself for some time past to the modiwval history of the Jews 
of Germany, and that Ja Rerue des Etudes Jnives will shorlly publish other 


_ articles by him on the subject, We look forward to their appearance with the 


utmost interest.

THE MANSION HOUSE RUSSIAN FUND, 


The following Report of the Mansion House Committee has jaat been 
issued : 

The Committee of the Mansion House Fund for the relief of the persecuted 
Jews of Russia beg to submit to the public the following report of their work ; 

In response to the appeal made at the great public meeting presided over by the 
Lord Mayor on February Ist, and to similar appeals made by the chief magistrates 
in most of the great towns throughout the Kingdom, the sum of £75,250 has been 
raised ; and £17,433 have been received from Paris, Vienna, Frankfort, Brussels, 
and Fiirth, 

The money has been expended mainly as follows: 6,694 persona persons have 
been. forwarded to the United States and Canada, which countries received the 
unfortunate fugitives with characteristic hospitality ; the remainder has been 
devoted to the settling in various Earopean countries of persons unfitted for emi- 
gration, The average cost of forwarding each person to the Continent of America 
has been about £11 per head, This includes the whole Continental journey fromthe 
Russian frontier to Hamburg, the passage to America r/; Eagland, with all the 
incidental charges of clothing and maintenance ¢n rew/e, the inland American 
journey, and a sum for each emigrant, payable at ultimate destination, sufficient to 


enable him to make a fair start in his new home. In selecting these new homes — 


every regard has been paid by the Committee to the antecedents of the emigrants. 
their trades and occupations, and their apparent capabilities. Most of the men arw 
artizans or agriculturists ; nearly all are fairly well educated. The greatest possible 
care has been taken to avoid overcrowding any particular district, 
The total cost of administration of the Fund up to date has been leas than 
E200, ‘ | 
o When the horrors of the situation first broke on the public mind, and subscrip- 
tions were solicited for the relief—so far as money could relieve-—the unutterable 
micery and distress of the sulferere, the public were quite unable to guage the mag- 
nitude of the wretchedness with which they would be summoned to deal ; otherwise 
no doubt the amount of their contributions would have been far larger. If the 
whole amount hitherto subscribed were doubled, it would be etill quite inadequate 
to relieve the colossal misfortune with which the Committee has to cope, It had 
been hoped that after the emphatic manifestation of feeling in this and other 
countries, active persecution at least would have ceased, This hope, however, has 
been grievously disappointed, The calamity which has befallen the Hebrew eub- 
jects of the Czar is without parallel even in the annals of Jewish sulfering, and 
unhappily shows po sign of abatement. : 
It is therefore not a matter of surprise that the exolus from Rassia has 
arcumed vast dimensions. Those who possess means are escaping to countries where 


their lives and property will be secure ; and those who have been despoiled in the — | 


riots of this year and last, but who have been fortunate enough to escape with their 
lives, are departing with all possible speed from the land which has ceased to afford 
them the shelter of its lawe. 
Committees have been formed in the capitals and larger cities of France, Ger- 
many, Austria, America, aad other countries, which have collected and are still 
collecting considerable sams in aid of the movement, and are successfully assisting 
in the great work. By an arrangement which has been recently entered into 
between the various Committees, a fair portion of future expenditure will be borne 
by them, and thi y have already forwarded considerable sums for # ttling the fugi- 
tives in America, ‘The bulk of the charge has, however, hitherto been sustained by 
the Mansion House Committee. the present rate of despatch—nearly 1 
soals per week—the fund will be speedily exhausted, certain'y within the next three 


weeks, 
At the present time there are congregated in Brody alone above ten 


thousand hapless beings who have ercaped from Russia, mostly with only their 


lives and the ecant rags which cover them. It is imposrible to describe the wretch- 
edness of these poor creatures—he)plers and almost hopelers. The wan and pinched 
faces of the fugitives, their unspeakable distress and destitution, form a pictare of 
misery which can never be realised but by those who have seen it, and tell of the 


calamity which has overtaken them more eloquently, because silently, than could . 


the most imparsioned seul, 


lt is therefore confidently hoped that the people of England, whose readiness to- 


succour suffering humanity constitutes their greatest glory, will, apprehending to 


the full the nature and gravity of the claim, continue, by further contributions, to — 


give practical expression to their generous sympathy in sustaining and extending 
the wide-spread organization and effective agency, which have sprung from their 


prompt and benevolent effort in February last.

Now, Sir, you must not so much blame these travellers as the want of Jewish 
hotels on the road similar to those onthe Continent. It is often hurtful in body +, 
some of these to abstain from eating meat from one week’s end to the other, Bat. 
we must look for a preventive. There are also Jewish ‘families living in towns 
where no schochet nor kilah are to be found. They also would rather eat k»sher 
meat, But the trouble to get it from the mearest town where it is obtainable js 
great ; and, besides, it may arrive at its destination tripha by coming iuto contact 
with something else during transit or unwholesome for food by heat Now, Sir, ] 
should suggest that the Board of shechitah make arrangements with various pro. 
vincial schochefim, to travel from one t-. wa to another within a certain radius, and 
kill for Jewish inhabitants of sach towns. Tam sure ths Christian butchers would 
be only too pleased thus to oblige their Jewish customers, Perhaps then we should 
find our brethren eating kosher meat. There are watering places sacl as Bourne 
mouth, Eastbourne, &c., where kosher meat is unattainable for families who go 


down for the season, except by being sent dowa from the nearest kosher butcher ; 


often tripha is eaten to save the trouble. 

Should the Board of Shechitah entertain this, I am sure the community would 

help to defray the cost, whatever it might be, Don't let tho Board say ‘ the game 

is not worth the candle.” :

ARTIFICIAL LIGHT ON THE SABBATH. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—A prohibition extremely important in the domestic life of most Jews is . 
that contained in Exodus xxxv., 3,“ Ye shall kindle no fire throughout your 
habitat ons upon the Sabbath day.” - 

Till lately most artificial light has been obtained by burning in air some such 
substance as coal, gas, oil, kc, The words “ fire’ and *kindle’’ in the above text 
clearly refer to any form of combustion, and Jews are therefore forbidden to obtain 
light on the Sabbath day in this manner. An explauatory law further forbids them 
to handle any light so obtained, Bat the prohibition does not apply.to every form 
of artificial light. It would be permitted on the Sabbath day to generate light by 
exposing luminous paint at the window and then closing the shutters ShouldaJew 


find himself in the dark witha catonthe Sabbath eve the text does not forbid him the 


enjoyment of such light as he might obtain by stroking her the wrong way. It is, 
in short, clear that only such artificial light is ‘prohibited under this fire-for biddiag 
text asinvolves combustion. Nowa powerful and serviceable light has been obtained 
more or less recently by the incandescence of pure carbon in a vacuum. that is to 
say, under circum-tances where combu-tion is impossible, It is true that combus- 
tion takes place in the engine which supplies the power that geaerates tie n roossary 


electricity. But where tae ligbt is once fairly introlaced, the elestricity will be © 
generated at a central source whence it will be laid on like water in the house: of 


the district, and the light will be ovtained by turning a tap. 

It may be said that this action, althoagh it kiudies no fira, is ussiess without 
an already-kindled fire in another part-of the parish, But in obtaining watsr oa 
the Sabbath by turning on a tip, we are jast as dependent on thelavoue of tie | 
water company's servants asda turning on the electris light we are depenient on 
the engine of the Power Generator Company.

- It has been so customary to identify light with fire that this result may seem 
startling at first sight. Assuming, however. that it is legitimate, it will permit a 
great increase in the Sabbath comfort of very many Jews, and if it be not legiu- 
mate, the very plausible aspect which it wears should be removed at ones, before all 
men. 
I. therefore, ask publicly through your columns that those by whose 9)!nioas 
the community is mainly guided in interpreting its laws shall publicly conirm or 
disprove the deduction which I have drawn in this letter. [tis childish t> imagine 
that we have ceremonial laws common to the community when it is not prepare! 
to place a practical meaning on them by which every.member will abide. And the 
community cannot satisfactorily and finally determine the meaning of any of these 
laws till it is in possession of the opinion of those among its members who are by 
profession and learning most able to speak with authority on the subject.

Remaining in 
London there were 15 men, 98 women and 142 children; there had been réturned 
to the port whence they had been sent to England, 76 men, 17 women and 18 children, 
whilst the cases to whoa relief in any shape had been refused were 100 men. 27 
women and 25 children, .The operations for the week ending Friday last had been 
comparatively email, the Committes having dealt, at an outlay of £200 102, 0.1, with 
7s families, consisting of S2 men, 15 women and 4 children. Of these 20 men, 5 women 
and 4 children bad been sent to America, and 9 men to the Cape, Australia and eélse- 
where. The remaining cases were still in London, or had been erent back to the 
continental port whence they were despatched to England, or had alt wether been 
refused relief, The amount in hand on Friday last. was £2,016 78.3.1,

CONFIRMATION AT BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


— 


The annual confirmation of sons and daughters of members of the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews waa held on Wednesday last at the Synagogue 
in Upper Berkeley Street. The confirmees had previously gone through a special 
course of religious studies under the direction of the Rev. Protessor Marks, by whom 
they had subsequently been subjected to a searching examination. 

The ordinary afternoon service having been intoned by the Rev. A, Lowy, the 
psalms being beautifully sung by the choir, the confirmees, fourteen in number 
advanced to the steps of the ark, whither they were conducted by their parents, ‘The 
youths wore the 7i/ith ani the young ladies were attired in white. After the 
singing of the 100th Pralm the confirmants recited in English the confirmation 
prayer, in which they declare that they have taken on themeelves the duties and the 
obligations of the sacred covenant of Sinai. | 
The Rev, | Professor Marks then addressed them. After alluding to tho 
instruction which they had received, he pointed out that there were certain 
externals aesociated with the rite of confirmation which were calculated to give it 
a false colouring. The outward ceremony counted for lit le, and was of little 
value .uniess they allowed the good impulses by which they were at tho 
in their future career. He was, however, 


far from desirous to weaken the ‘impressions they entertsinet of the 
sanctity of the day, an epoeh in their personal history, for it marked 
an epoch when their thoughts took a new. stamp, But the importance 


of the ceremony lay in tho fact that they had that day taken upon themselves 
responsibilities towards Gal, their parents, and the community at large. He urged 
them, whilst not casting off the choerfalness and gaiety which enlivened their 
youth, to impart seriousness to their future acts, and above all t> remembor that 
conseience waa the life. and soul of Judaism. . Me would -remind them that in 
the religion of the Jews there was nothing that countenance priest!y terror, nothing 
which inspired superstitious dread. That was one of the solutions of the 
problem why amid-t the disintegration of religious beliefs Mossism had costinuel 
to hold its own. After recalliog to their minds the devotion of their parents and 
the care bestowed on their nurture and education, he urged them to repay them for 
tocir sacrifices by realizing the hopes entertained by their parents and by maintain- 
ing unspotted the good name which had been handed down to them. In the present 
aivancea state of culture it behoved them to keep ona level with the advanced 
education of the age, and to encourage a healthy propensity for reading auch books 
as appealed fo their higher natures. He impressed on them to be faithful to the 
principles of universal toleration and charity and especially to the Je wish injanction 
of showing mercy to the brute creation. After urging his young hearers to seru- 
pulously perform the high duties which devolved on them in afcer life, Professor 
Marks concluded his address by opening the Ark and solemnly receiving the 
confirmeesr, in the name of God, and at the request of their parents as confirmed 
Jews and Jewesses, The rev. gentlemen then pronounced the priestly benediction, 
after which the confirmees retired. . 

The service shortly afterwards terminated with tho singing of psalms cl, and 
exxi., and the reading of Alen and Audd/sh,

MANSION HOUSE’ FUND. 


In another column we publish the report —or rather statement —of the Man- 
sion House Committee, which gives a modest account of the manner in 
which the committee have fulfilled the trust reposed in their hands. Some 
idea of the magnitude of the work done by these gentlemen can be gathered 
from the fact that in less than three months nearly 7,000 persons have been 
selected and forwarded from Brody to America, each step having been care- 
fully co-ordinated into an effective organization, Not only has this work 
been done efficiently and with remarkable celerity (taking the peculiar cir- 
cumstances into account), but also with cnparalleled economy. 


The work is not yet by any means completed. More than 


ten thousand victims of Muscovite tyranny and cruelty still remain 


houseless and hopeless at Brody. While the task still before the 
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be completed is fast fleeting away. After the end of August no refugee : 


weakened by want and privation and accompanied by still weaker women 
and children, can be trusted to the storms of the Atlantic, and even if they 
could, employment could not be found for them, In the midst of their 
labours the committee find that the funds at their disposal have almost 
become exhausted and at the present rate of expenditure cannot last beyond 
a fortnight. It is no secret that they hope that the publication of this 
report willrevive the somewhat flagging zeal of the contributors to the fund. 
They make their appeal under the best credentials, and have shown conclu- 
sively that they can expend the money to the best possible advantage. 
English Jews can point with pride to the fact that the whole organization 
for carrying out so successfully this gigantic scheme of emigration has been 
directed solely and entirely by the London Committee. 

Was that barst of indignation and sympathy that wrung our bosoms 
five months ago merely an evanescent ebullition or did it imply a heartfelt 
and continuous feeling of interest in brethren who have saffered so terribly, 
and who have suffered for the sake of our religion? We have now a good 
test of this problem. The work has been done well, it isnot, yet completed. 
Will pot the Jews of England respond cordia!ly to the appeal of a Committee 
that has done so much: so well and grant them the means to finish a task 
“which will fill no small page in the contemporary history of Judaism ? 


THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


— 


‘Last year and this has been distinguished: in Jewish anna!s for the extra- 
ordinary interest attaching to what we Jews of England may fairly term 
Foreign Affairs. It is natural, therefore, that the eleventh annual report 
of our Foreign Office, the Anglo-Jewith Aesociation, should present a 
more than usual amount of interesting matter. Its contents have already 
appeared in one form or another in our columns, with the exception of the 
Secretary's statistical account of the Russian Jews which we gave last week 
and other similar matier which forms the appendices of the report, Still 
the report, though somewhat overloaded with unimportant detail and wanting 
occasionally in due proportion, offers many topics that call for comment. 


For the Anglo-Jewish Association, as well as for all Israel, the chief 
event of the past year has been the Russo-Jewish Question. This was a 
subject which one might naturally suppose to have belonged as a matter 
of course to the Association. Its members, however, having with rare self- 
denial declined to make a monopoly of the subject, haveenlisted in the cause 
all the influence of Anglo-Judaism. As the report points ont, the initiation 
of the Russo-Jewish Committee came from the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the successful operation of that Committee’ is now matter of history. 
Besides this,the interpelations in Parliament were broaght about by members 
of the Council of the Association, and the report contains the speech of 
‘Baron Henry pz Worms in the House of Commons. The exertions of 
Serseant Simon, one of the Vice-Presidents of the Association, in connec- 
tion with the Mansion House meeting deserve to be better known and 
certainly helped much to ensure its success, Further, the earliest refugees 
were aided in their escape from bondage by the supervision of the Secretary 
and other members of the Association, especially by the Liverpool branch. 


Altogether it must be granted that the Anglo-Jewish Association has_ 


played a worthy part in this critical period of Jewish history, if not so pre- 
dominant a part as might have been expected from its antecedents, 

Of more ornamental work may be mentioned the addresses to the 
Queen on her escape from assassination and that to the American people 
on the death of General Garrigip. such signs of life, though seemingly 
unimportant, are of value in keeping the Jews en ¢vilence among the rulers 


of the peoples amid which we dwell, and serve to indicate that nothing can 


concern Englishmen that does not appeal to English Jews. 

One of the exciting “foreign” topics of last. year was the “ blood 
accusation” brought against the Banccw family in Alexandria, which 
found a slight eco in one of the most important provincial newspapers in 
England. The obstinate unreasonableness of the Greek authorities 
at Alexandria prevented the outcome of the investigation from being a 


really satisfactory conclusion to the baseless accusation, But the Anglo-— 
Jewish Association helped materially in protecting the interests of the 


Banvons and in placing them in a more suitable environment. | 
These are the chief exploits of the Anglo- Jewish Association during the 


_ past year that appeal to the imagination, and form the subjects on which the 


ruling minds of the Association would base their claims of having faithfully 
done their work during the past year, But to our mind far more solid and 
permanent good is likely to result from another side of the Association's 
activity than will come from these more striking exploits. An earthquake 


: is @ mighty convalsion of natare, and an earthworm seems a very insigniti- 


cant creature, Yet the great naturalist whom England has just lost has 
taught us that the despised annelid effects more changes in the earth's 


_ ‘surface than all the earthquakes that ever took place. So it is with the 
educational work of the Anglo-Jewish Association. While those concerned | 


in its work look upon this as mere routine and subsidiary to the more bril- 
liant exhibitions of its powers, the good done in this direction is of the 
greatest possible benefit to the Jewish cause throughout the world, 

a3 In its educational work the Anglo Jewish Association is no less than 
civilizing the Jews of the East. The next generation of Kastern Jews will 
be distinctly a stage more advanced in civilization than their fathers. And 
thanks to the girls’ schools now being formed at all the great Eastern 
cities, the Jewesses of the Orient will have every opportunity of being ad- 
vanced from a state little short of barbarism to a high stage of c'vilization. 
The whole tone of Eastern Jewish society will undoubtedly be leavened by 
the scholars attending schools founded or supported by the Association. The 
. Importance of such a movement cannot be over-estimated and its results 

cannot fail to manifest themselves before many years are over. In the cage 
of the Beni Israel, indeed, the results of a similar movement are already 
visible, and eeveral favourable specimens of the now generation are among 
us in England as samples of what education can do to a natioa which, lik» 
the Jewish, is capable of assimilating the higher forms of cultura. 

The cosmopolitan element in the Jewish piture finds an. embolimont in the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, Its connections anl often its operations revel 
from China to Peru, as one may say. Its manifestations extead throughout 
the habitable world ; it might almost boast that the sun never sels on one 
of its branches without affording light to another; Itis no easy task for 
the most eompetent organization to deal adequately with sach a widespread 
area of operations, Yet our Foreign Office manages to keep up. with its 
ever-increasing work. Its task is one that must command the respect antl 
admiration of all who contemplate the grand ideal afforded by the spectacle 
of the unity of Isnaet throughout the world. While that ileal exists, the 
function of the Anglo-Jewish Association is the most interesting that can 
engage the ‘attention and sympathy of the Jew. Recent accounts haye 
shown that the feeling of fellowship between Jew and Jew is as strong now 
as ever in historic times and bids fair to render the Anglo-Jewish Associa.

THE RUSSO JEWISH CONFERENCE AT NEW York, 


We have received full reports of the important conference of delegates from 
all parte of the United States and Canada which met on Sunday the 4h at the 
Iicbrew Orphan Asylum, New York. 

The object of the Conference was to consider the reception and the distriba. 
tion of refugees arriving in America Twenty-five societies were represented 
by 40 dclegatés, and the Confcrence was attended by a number of tha leadins

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THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 


Tur Report just issued by the Lord Mayor indicates sufficiently not only the 
amount of work which the Committee have done, bat the marvellous prompti- 
tude of their action. The emigration of these thousands of people, almost 
constituting a small army, is no trifling matter, and the organization for carry- 
ing it on must have been laid with great skill. It is rather the work of 
military commanders than of amateur philanthropists. 


A New York telegram states that ‘‘ 5 300 emigrants landed on Monday ; 1,300 
iussian Hebrews who have arrived since Thuraday are atill at Castle Garden, 
the Jewish Committee being unable to find them employment. Nine hundred 
more are expected this week. Forty have been returned to Germany as paupera. 
Some were ten times provided with work, bnt returned, proving incurably idle 
and vicious. In 50 similar cases the emigrants will be retoraed to Europe this 
week. The Committee have also sent a telegram to Europe stating that no more 
Jewish refugees can be provided now.” The statements in the telegram, as we 
cxplain eleewhere, are exaggerated, if not positively antrue. 


A Vienna telegram says : The Local Committee in Lomberg confirm the 
report that all the fugitive Russian Jews who have returned to their homes have 
been put in prison, and their property destroyed. Yesterday 80! left for A:ne- 
rica; to-morrow 600 moro will leave. 


We understand that the Liverpool Commission is working with increased. 
encrgy. Mr. Albert Samuel and Mr. Hermann Rapp have. been appointed 
Commissioners, bringing up the number of that body to fifteen, all able and 
energetic workers. Mr. E. M. Leon, Chairman, and Mr. Lionel. L. Alexander, 
Hlon. Secretary, of the Conjoint Committee of the Board of Guardians and 
Mansion House Committee, which is charged with the duty of despatehing to 
America the fugitives reaching London, attended at Liverpool last Sunday to 
witness the process of *destinating ” ; that.is, fixing the ultimate locus of cach 
emigrant, regard being had to the trade and capabilities of each. The same 
molus operanidé is to be heneceforward adopted the Conjoint Committee, it 
haying been ordered to-apply to the London ‘cases the dispersion principle so 
wisely and successfully carried out with all the thousands sent from Liverpool, 


In consequence of great pressure brought to bear on the shipping companics 
by Mr. B. L. Benas, the Chairman of the Liverpool Commissioners, the cost of 


voyage to America has been reduced from. £4 to £2: 15s,, and the Committee - 


are thus enabled to afford to send the emigrants much further west than 
before, to places where there are small Jewish Congregations and far better 
chances for emigrants than the great cities. New Fork is absolutely avotded as 
a destinatwn,. The sensational telégrams appearing in some of the daily papers 
about the arrival in New York of so many thousand Russian refugees who are 
overcrowding the city, and of the probability of their being sent back, are 
consequently without foundation. Several are probably toucliing at New York, 
but they are furnished with through tickets to distant places, and with drafts 
pavable at destination only ; so. they can only stay in New York by forfeiting 
their moneéy—not a very probable contingency, It is not difficult to under- 
stand who are the authors of. the sensational telegrams in question. 

The evercrowded condition of New Yeork indicates very clearly the wisdom 
of the dispersion principle adopted by the Mansion Howse Committee. That 
city 1s from. its geographical position naturally the port to which all ordinary 
emigration from Europe tends, and it is said that 800,000 emigrants from Ger- 
many alone landed there last year. If all our Russo-Jewish fugitives had been 
sent there too, consigned, as was suggested by some unwise people, to the 
Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society, the evil would have been. beyond the powers 
of our New York brethren, who, we understand, are already grumbling at the 
few. hundreds allotted to them. | 


At Brody the pressure, though still great, is. sensibly subsiding. The abso: 


lutely useless people, persons who as emigrants would. have been a burden on 
any community, and also-the large class of adventurers who not being victims 
of oppression are outside the scope of relief by the Mansion House 'und, are 
heing repatriated. This is no doubt a regrettable inci lent, but it is clearly ua- 
reasonable to expect’ the Austrian Government to allow the continuance of a 
colony in Brody. Sanitary as well as economic motives have ¢ impelled 
the Government to adopt. this course.” Of course the poor people are not 
alowed to depart empty hauded. 

Mr. Veneziani, agent for that prince of philanthropists, Baron Hirsch, is now 
in Brody, and has just purchased a great range of spinning mills that happened 
to he empty. He paid for them 11,500 florins, and they are so large that they 
house sufliciently 3,000 persons who are. waiting their turn for emigration, 

Director Lazarus telegraphed yesterday a visible decrease in the pressure, and 
consequently a greater difficulty in making his selection of emigrants. ; 


The Relief Committee at Brody are daily sending from that town three 


trains conveying Russian refugees, but their places are soon filled up by freeh— 


arrivals from Russia. Six medical men now attend to the fugitives every day, 
and though the quarters in which they are located leave everything to bo d: sired 
as regards sanitary arrangements, the health of the refugees remains pof-ctly 
batisfactory. 

The Presse publishes intelligence from Lemberg stating that the Executive 
Committee in that town for assisting the Jewish emigrants from Russia have 
informed the London Committee that they will cease to act if the latter persist 
in their resolution to forward to America only able-bodied emigrants, and not 
at the same time, as desired by the Austrian Government, the feeble and youthful 
members of the emigrants’ familics, | 

The Official Commission which, as we annonnced Jast week, baa been 
appointed at Berlin by the Government to superintend the ir flax of Ruseo- 
Jewish fogitives, has commenced its labours, 
Instructed to strictly abide by the regulations respecting passports, to adopt 
the necessary sanitary precautions, aud to expedite the sending of emigrants 
from Hamburg and Bremen to America. The Commission (which is presided 
over by the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs aud numbers among 
its members several. ministerial and medical councillors) has entered into 
relations with the Austrian Governmeat respecting the despatch of Russian 
refugees from Brody into Germany, and has aleo charged a special organization 
to work at Kydtkuhnen, the Prussian frontier town, through which a large 
number of Jewish fogitives from Russia have lately entered Germany. A 
Jowish sub committee, under the direction of the Central Committee at Berlin, 
which supplies the necessary funds, receives the fagitives on their arrival ou 
Prussian soil and sends them on by railway direct to Hamburg. Thoso persons 
who are not deemed suitable for emigration are not allowed to pass iato Germany, 
but are sent back to Russia and provided with means to journey as far as the 


nearest large town inhabited by Jews. Assistance is also given to individua's — 
_ Whose means are not sufficient to pay for their passage to America, the Russian

Jews who make their way into Eydtkahnen being asa rule not destitate of 
resources. The utmost harmony exists between the Jewish Committeo and the 
Prassian authorities in the town. 

An authoritative denial ia given to the statement that a military cordon 
has been established on the Galician frontier to prevent a further influx of 
Roesian Jews into Austrian territory. The only instractions given to the police 
are strictly to enforces the regulations by which the admission of fvreigners 
acroes the frontier is governed. The Central Committee at Lemberg has, how- 
ever, determined to send back to Russia about 1,600 of the fugitives now;at 
Brody. Their repatriation was to commence on the 15th and was to bo ryste- 
matically carried oat, batches of one hundred being sent four times a week. It 
i#, however, feared that they will make their way back to Galicia by another 
route. Since the conference which was held at Brody in the earlier part of the

An inflaential. Rasso-Jewish Kelief Committee, consisting oxclasively of 
Christiana of every denomination, which has recently been formed at Dobreezin 
(in Hungary), bas determined to petition the Government for a grant from tho 
National Exchequer towards the maintenance of the refagees on Llangarian 
svil, A precedent for such a course is to be found in the action of the Govern- 
ment which, in 1577, voted four million florina for the relief of the fugitives 
from Bosnia who had sought an asylam in Llangary. 

A number of Jewish latiea, belonging to the élite of the community in 
Vienna, and inclading the Baronesses’ Cuarlotte Ki iigswarter, Bottina de Roth. 
echild, Heléoe Springer, and Sophie Tedesco, and Madame Kuranda, have 


. formed themaclves into a committee, with the view of providing clothing and 


other necessarics for the Rassian fagitives at Brody. A similar commities has 
been cons!) uted at Frankfort-on-the- Main. 

The first gift by the Stottgard Russo Jewish Rel f Committee 
came from Priace Ucrmann of Saxe-E-senach, brother-in-law cf the King of 
W artemberg. 

An elcquent appeal for-assistance to relieve ths distress a nong the 
Jowieh fugitives in Austria and Germany, has been isaged by a newly-formed 
nixed committee at Stockholm, which announces that all ¢ will bo 
forwarded tothe Central Committee at Berlin. - The committeo consista of 25 
members, of whom 12 are mombers of the Swedish Parlia nent. : 


The Paris Committee has hired some large buildings in the St. Paul quarter: 


for the temporary location of emigrants without resources of their own who 
may have to make a short stay in that city. The subscriptions already raised 
in Paris amounted last week to 711,000 franca. 

The condition io which the Jewish refagees arrive at West Hartlepool has 
induced the Mayor of Sunderland (Mr. W.-Wilson, J.P.) to take the matter in 
hand, and with a view of relieving them he is arranging for a public meeting 
of ladies, under the presidency of the Mayoress.

DEATH OF THE REV. DR. A. DE SOLA .OF MONTREAL. 

We greatly regret to announce the death, on the 5.5, at New York, of the 
Rev. Dr. Abraham de Sola of Montreal. Tue deceased was bora in 1825 and 
was a son of the late De. Davil A. de Sola, the learned Reader of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue of London, who was succesdeld by another s mn, the 
Rev. Samuel de Sola, one of the firat sta lents trained at Jews’ Collegs. 

Educated by bis father Abraham de Sola, in 1847, when he hil but 
entered his twenty-secon! “year, waa elected minister of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation of Montreal, a position he filled with unabated ability 
and honour until the day of his death, a periu! of upwards of thirty-five yoars. 
lie was greatly reapec'e | among all clavsss in Canada an! his reputation ia the 


United States was so great that ou Jannary 6h, 1872, he opened the House of + 


Represcntatives with prayer... lo 18453 he was appointed Professor of Hebrew 
and Semitic Literaturé in McGill College, Montreal, and subsequently received 
the honorary degree of LL.D from that university. He was a fluent and 
popular lecturer and frequently contributed to Jewish periodicals. fle strove 
with much earnestness and success to make Jadaism and the Jews respected 
in circles which he could influence. He was a very worthy colleagas of mon 
like the late Revs. De Raphall, Isaic Leeser and S. M. Isaica, and although a 
man of enlarged views, had little sympathy with the destruc ive R-form 
He had 
visited New York a fortnight before his death in the hope that the change

DeAR aim instructed by the Executive Committec of the Mansion Honse Fund for the relief of 
the Russe-Jewish fogitives to. communicate with you on the subject of the omigration of the Refugees 
of the United States, 

Heretofore oar communications have been indirect only, through Mr. Alexandor, who kindly acts 
as Honorary Secretary of a conjoint (»mmittes charged solely With dealing with those refugees, com. 
paratively few in humber, who reach London. Through your correspondence with him and certain 
telegrams from you, we are in possession of the views as to the principles and practices on which, in 
your judgment, the emigration of the refagees should be conducted. We inferred from your letters 
at] telegrams (1) that only a very select class of immigrants may be sent to you, abile-bodiad skilled 
artisans and b0n¢ fAdé agriculturists, without families or with very small families (2) aleo that there 
mist be sent in very moderate numbers. We had also heard from your emissary, Mr. Ellinger that 
for agricultural settlement your Society would require £100 per family or £20 per head, . 

Now being in the unfortunate position of having very largs numbers of emigrants to deal with, not 
having at disposal anything like-a sum of money adequate for the payment per head sugvestad by 
Mr. Hilinger. and being wholly unable to send you sueh choice specimens as you desired, we had epe 
eatty, after the receipt of a telegram announcifig you were so overwhelmed with nambers that your 
Committee were resigning. lost all hope of being able to consign any large convoys of emigrants to 
your care, not from any distrust of your Committee's trustworthiness, ability, or administrative 
talent, (the well-known names of your members being anfficient guarantees to us that all these essentials 
were possess! bY your Society.) but becanse it seemed to us that, from some canere or another. New 
York required of us conditions that conld not possibly be fulfilled. For thie reason. though we always 
hoped and intended te rety.on your good offices to a moderate extent, we feared that for any extensive 
work of emigration we should have to trust ty ourselves, . Very reluctantly, therefore, we alopted a 
course, fraught with great difficulty and responsibility, the task of dispersing from and settling ulti- 
mate destination at an Eaglish port. and we selected Liverpool.as offering the bast shipping arrange- 
ments for reaching numerous destinations, 

This work, entrusted to a large committee of highly intelligent gentiomen in Liverpool, has been 
eo far most satisfactorily performed and we have no reason ta doubt its efliciency ; but we are con- 
acious of the fact that the work of dispersidn ought to be mord easily and with greater certainty of 
sticcess performed by Americana in America,than by Noglisiimen in Eagland, if it could be done 
Without th? evils asually attendant on centraltcition, and if the or@anization be such as would be ready 
to cope Ww ith large numbers... Asan ex iWmnypHe i may aay that this week we have sent from Liverpool 
alone 7i3 ant from London 2. 

One of our colleagues being about to yisit your country, kimdly un lertook the task of obtaining 
facts fiir our wuidanee in the work of emigration, and the reports he sends of your organization and 
arrangemen's are so flattering that | am instructed to ask you to what extent vou consider your 
Suctety able to reccive the emigrants Wiich we, acting in concert. with the Continental Committees 
under the terms of the Berlin Conference, wonld send you. Meantime he has Wired us to send you 
200 emigrants, and we accordingly send you that number this week, particulars of the cases being 
forwarded to you from Liverpool We have also remitted to you £1,000. per Mesers. Seligman, 
which, together with the £3500 sent the tirst week of our existence, makes a total of £4,500 remitted 
w you, 

It is right I should frankly tell you that, thougl the fugitives are in a certain sense selected by the 
Lemberg and Brody committees so as to discard ageland absolutely useless or burdensonie people. 
the convoys they send ds are by no means exclusively of the class you indicate as desirable, but are of 
a mixed character, the large majority, however, being sturdy, healthy, abie-bodied poopie, single men 
atul girls being in a minority, and the married people having fimilies of average numbers. Indeed 
the or linary ¢ mvove sént 4 hitherto constitate a fair average b» ly of men, Women, and children, 
such as one might find in any village in this country. The Lemberg committee have had orders to 
reject all clerks and pédiars, bat they. have sont forwar! a few of those who-are physically fit for 
hard. work a» ladDorers, and Wao expressed their willingness to abandon their old calling and to taketo 
manual work, 

The question for your cogsideration ta, will your Society accept the consignment of these mi-cel-

A third question is whether you wil) expect Europ? to discharge any, and if any, what proportion of 
the coat of aeettiement.m vrour country In reg ard to this Pp nt you will doubtless bear in miuad that 
the to Earopeof each emigrant before he reaches: New: York is fully £3 per adult; and your 
country will doubtless be anxious to bear its fair shire of the burden. 

My Committee is fully aware of the strong sympathy alrevty eviaced ia the Uaited States for our 
suffering co-religionists in Russis.and feels that the amount already subscribed in yoar great 
country is but a foreshadowiagz of the far larger suai that will bo forthcoming whea the exigencies 
of the siturtiea fully dawn. upon th: public mind. Kvea here it is only now, when. Broly. is 
beieagiire by L2,0.0 starving refagees, that our peopie understand the gigantic natare of the calamity 
that they have to mitiqite and assuage. It is therefore with great satisfaction that we hear of the 
organization you are now establishing for the supple of personal and material a‘d in fartherance of 
thia great work of phiianthropy, ane we trust that the relations you may be able to eatablish with us 
in Earope may be-of a character commensurate not only with the magaitude of the need, but with 
the greatness of the American people,
